Market—Good Roads Are an Im- 
portant Factor in Promoting Inter- 
course with the Surrounding Coun- 
try—Valuable Suggestions. 
Members of the Twilight club filled 


the big Hotel Myers dining room last 
evening. They showed full apprecia- 
tion of the excellent dinner, and then 
turned with lively interest to the ques- 
tion "How Can Janesville Secure the 
•Greatest Benefits From Anticipated Im- 
provements in Business?" 


Judge Charles L. Fifield was the 


leader, and called on Capt. Pliny Nor- 
cross for a report as to grain prices^ 
Capt. Norcross being chairman of the 
•committee appointed at the last meet- 
ing. 
Capt. Norcross explained that the 


committee had not been able to hold a 
meeting. He prefaced his remarks by 
moving that the thanks of the club be 
«xtended to the Parker Pen Company 
f or their determination to withstand the 
"blandishments of other cities and to 
buy property and locate permanently in 
Janesville. 


Although Capt. Norcross had said the 


•committee on grain markets was not 
prepared to report,Stanley B. Smith tes- 
tified that the price of barley had ad- 
vanced three cents a bushel just as soon 
as the committee was appointed. He 
moved that the committee be continued 
indefinitely. 


The Grain Mnrltet 


Fred L. demons, one of the commit- 


tee, said he had inquired among the 
farmers and found the Janesville grain 
market to be better than it had been ih 
years, and to be several points ahead of 
the 
Walworth 
county market. 
He 


thought there was nothing for the com- 
mittee to do at this time, and at his sug- 
gestion the committee was dropp'ed for 
the present. 


Jas. S. Fifield afforded 
possibilities 


for a lively discussion by inquiring 
whether tho lively competition and high 
prices in the Janesville grain market 
were due to a firm that had been brought 
here by Janosville business men and f ur- 
ished an elevator free. 
His understand- 


ing was that the competition was not due 
to this firm, but was brought about bv 
Jeiferson and Milton buyers. 


Good Rotulg 


Bev. B. C. Denison was called upon 


to present the topic of Good Boads. He 
pointed out that the great improvement 
in the English roads has come in the 
last fifty years, and that a debt of $145,- 
000,000 had been incurred in building 
them. This was in addition to the ordi 
nary current resources 
It 
England 


with her older civilization found it nec- 
essary to spend money in such amounts 
in order to secure passable highways, 
the United States would hardly be able 
to get good roads without considerable 
cash outlay. Mr. Denison showed how 
important a part good roads had played 
in England's commercial success, and 
how much might be hoped for from a 
system of good roads in this country. 


A. A. Jackson urged that when road 


building was considered, the necessity 
for level roads as well as smooth roads 
be borne in mind. 


Captain Norcross, Mr. Jackson and M. 


G. Jefifris spoke in favor of the city's 
-aiding in the construction of main roads 
leading into the country. 
The chair 


was authorized to appoint a committee 
of three to bring before the legislature 
an amendment permitting such aid. Tho 
committee will report to the club at its 
next meeting. 


Xquitnble Taxation. 


John Cunningham argved for "More 


Equitable Taxation." 
He found upon 


Inquiry that Janesville taxes were no 
heavier it as heavy as in other cities of 
the size. 


The rate of all taxes in Janosville for 


the year 1897 was 2 3-10 per cent on a 
•dollar. In Beloit they were 2 9-10 per 
•cent: in Oshkosh, 2 1-10 per cent; Ba- 
•cine, 2 2-5 per cent. 
, 


He thought that there was a tendency 


:amqcg corporations to secure lightei 
taxation than did the tax payers who 
-conduct stores. There was a tendency 
to get a different system of taxing cor- 
porations than of real estate. 
Bailroad 


companies pay a license, the highest 4 
•per cont. of the gross earnings; street 
railway and electric 
light companies 


pay d.jf per cent, of the gross earnings. 
Telephone and telegraph companies pay 
.a license. 
When compared with other 


taxes it is inequitable when real estate 
pays 12 per cent. It was a matter peo- 
ple ought to look -after. 
Assessors 


•assess real estate to its full value wheth- 
er encumbered or not. This was a 
great injustice to those in debt. 
A man 


who has a block mortgaged should have 
it deducted from the assessed valuation 
and the man holding • the mortgage 
;should pay thn tax. 


M. G. Jeifris did not think mortgages 


•could be taxed. It had been tried and 
found wanting. It simply operates in 
raising the rate of interest. He believed, 
however, that the companies holding 
franchises do not pay their share. Boal 
estate pays moi-p than its share. Cor- 
porations escape by wire-pulling, use of 
passes, etc. He did not believe in say- 
ing anything against corporations. It 
was not his sentiment or to his interest. 
He was interested in three franchises, 
but corporations ought to pay the same 
as the individual. He favored doing a 


little at a time and to make a fight to 
make the corporations pay their share. 


Victor P. Bichardson spoke on assess- 


ments.. He quoted from the report .of 
the s.tate statistician ot Kansas, showing 
that holdings valued at $250 or under 
were taxed 107- 4-10 per cent,; from $250 
to $500 56 3-10 per cent: from $500 to 
$1,000 41 1-10 per cent.; from Si,000 to 
S^.UOO, 29 9-10 per cent.; from $2,000 to 
$2,500, 24 9 10 per cent.: from $5,000 
to $10,000, 18 4 10 per cent.. $10,000 
and upwards, 16 8 10 per cent. 
From 


recent sales made in the city of Janes- 
ville he made some interesting compari- 
sons.

ago were $57,185; for 1893 they are 
$98,300, including tho amount received 
from saloon licenses, to which must be 
added $5,000 special tax for paving 
streets, making a total tax of over $103,- 
000—nearly double the tax of ten years 
ago, and only a slight increase in valua- 
tion.
